SPREADOVER ISSUE REFERRED

BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 


London, Dec. 4. 

Having disposed of the ques- 
tion of a national strike, u mo- 
tion in favour thereof being de- 
feated by 230,000 to 209,000 the 
national conference of the 
Miners’ Federation proceeded to 
i discussion of the question of 
permitting the operation of a 
spreadover of hours system. 

It is understood that: Scotland, 
Yorkshire and Lanenshire were 
among the districts voting in 
favour of vn, national stoppage. 
while distriets representing: about 
one handred thousand, omen 
abstained from voting. 

The abstainers Ingluded the de- 
legates from South Wales, where 
the men have continued work ona 
sprendover hasis, denpite the 
Federation's recent ban on this 
method of procedure, 


Leaders Warning. 


The vote for peace’ was taken 
ufter the miners’ officials had 
pointed out the dangers of a na- 
tional stoppage to the industry, 
the miners and the country.

BIG EFFORT SOUGHT. 


London, Dec. 4.. 

Drastic changes. in the 
machinery of the Government and 
in the policy te deal with the 
nresent economic situation are ad- 
vocated in, 2 manifesto which, it 
is stated, thirty Labour Members 
of the’ House of Commons have 
signed, and the authorship of 
which ia attributed to Sir Oswald 
Mosley. 

It suggesta that) the present 
situation should be regarded aa a 
National Emergency, that supreme 
power shoul be placed in the 
hands of a small’ body of five 
Ministers aa was done daring the 
war, 

The manifesto also urges 
that special emergency measures

ALLEGED ASSAILANT OF MR. 
PLUMB COMMITTED. 


Convict No. 1614 (Tse Siu- 
shung), charged with wounding 
and maiming Acting Principal 
Warder Bert Plumb at Victorin 
Gaol on October 22, was yorterdny 
committed by Mr. Williams at the 
Central Police Court, for trial at 
the Criminal Sessions. 

-At the request of the necused, 
three other convicts, were brought 
out of the Prison for their testi- 
mony to be taken with regard to 
certain acts of brutality and un- 
fairness which the accused said 
he ‘suffered at the hands of 
Warder: Plumb and which he ex- 
plnined had Jed him to stnb the 
oMfcer with a dagger. 

One of these, Convict No. 432 
(Li Siu-hing), complained to the 
Court that they had been cheated 
out of their just weight In rations, 
it being the case, he anid. that 
they often found ft necessary to 
weigh the’ provisions themselves. 

He was present at one of these 
operations, when he saw the ac- 
cused being put out by Warder 
Phimb on the scare that the ac- 
cuged was net vatitled to particl: 
pate. The rice was duly weighed, 
and, aa usual, it wns found short. 


Alleged Conspiracy. 


The Magiatrate:, All this did 
not concern Warder [lanes 

Witness: May be not, tut it ap 
pears te me that there waa a 
tonsapiracy to put 1614 in trouble. 

Witness went on to relate that 
he was in the guing of four whe, 
because of ae ations, Were con- 
demned to a rice-and-water diet, 
and kept in one common ward. 
Troubled by buga during. the 
night, and finding sleep impos- 
sible, they found jt necessary fo 
bang the bed-plinks in the hope 
that the bugs would be shaken out 
by this process, That appeared 
to be undesirable to the warder in 
charge, whe warned them, and 
they desisted. 

Jeenuse of this incident, accts- 
ed was reported, and he subse- 
quently — interviewed the Chief 
Warder forn reason, That official 
threatened to put him on a rice- 
andawater dict every time he thus 
interviewed him. 

“T pave been seven-and-n-haif 
yerra in the Gaol, und I should 
know what the usages are therein,” 
witness declared when asked by 
the Courts to his qualifications. 

Replying to a further question, 
witness admitted that the enly in- 
stance he had seen of Warder 
Plumb’s relations with the accus- 
ed was when he saw Warder Plumb 
holding the Accused back when he 
wanted to be present at the weisth- 


hing of rations. 


Detective-Inspector Shannon: 
The complaint would be of unfair 
treatment, and not brutal treat- 
ment—that is to say if it is true.

V.R.-ILA.D., took off from Kai Tak 
nt ten minutes to one on’ Tuesaday 
and arrived at Taj Sha Tau, Can- 
ton, at ten minuten to two where he 
was welcomed by General Gaston 
Wong (representing His Excellency, 
Genernl Chan Ming-sha), 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs, the 
British Consul General and his wife 
(Mr. and Mrs. H. Phillips), acro- 
drome officials, and a large gather- 
ing of spectators. ; 
"After introductions had been ef- 
fected, Flying Officer Harvey gave 
an acrobatic display which was 
greatly appreciated by those pre- 
sent, . 

On Wednesday morning, Flying 
Officer Harvey, together with the 
Sveretary for Foreign Affairs, cail- 
ed upon His Excellency. General 
Chan Ming-shu, the Mayor, and the 
Commander-in-Chief at Military 
Headquarters, Afterwards he gave 
another demonstration of the cap 
abilities of the machine. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Kiying 
Over Harvey wns the gucst ata 
reveption given in his henour by 
the Mayor at the Municipal Offices, 
being: accompanied by Mr. 8.

There 
were offickila present including the 
British Consul General and the 
Mayor delivered a apecch of wel- 
come in Chinese, 

Yesterday morning, Flying Of- 
ficer Harvey again demonstrated 
the machine, and accompanied by 
Mr Lander Lewis took-off for 
Hongkong at tiffin time, setting his 
wheels down at Kai Tok only 40 
minutes afterwards. 7 

He brought with him a letter 
from His Excellency, General Chan 
Ming-shu, to His Excellency, Sir 
William Peel, this being in reply to 
the letter which was sent up by Sir 
William Peel.

Continuing, the prosceuting 
officer said the defendant had 
told him that he had been ap- 
proached by an unemployed man 
whom he had formerly knawn and 
asked if he knew of a place that 
could be robbed. The defendant 
then gaye the nevessary informa:
